An  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  about  the 
year  1789,  made  it  compulsory  for  every 
vessel  engaged  in  the  Slave  Trade  to  carry  at 
least  one  Surgeon  who  had  received  a certifi- 
cate of  his  having  passed  at  Surgeon’s  Hall, 
or  at  some  Publick  or  County  Hospital,  or 
the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  or  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  in  Edinburgh.  Between 
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Lent  by 

the  years  1789  and  the  Abolition  of  the 
Slave  Trade  on  May  1st,  1807  nearly  800 
persons,  mostly  the  captains  of  the  ships, 
obtained  a certificate  fi’om  the  Liverpool  In- 
firmary. 

From  internal  evidence  it  seems  that  the 
greater  part  of  the  list  has  been  copied  from 
a previous  document.  The  actual  entries 
appear  to  begin  about  1805.

A note 
inside  says  that  the  first  hundred  pages 
contain  receipts  given  to  Mrs.  Saville  by 
Henry  Jenkins,  who  died  in  1670,  aged  169 
years.  This  cannot  be  true,  as  this  part  of 
the  book  contains  references  to  “ tea- 
spoons,” and  cautions  against  giving  tea  to 
children,  whereas  it  was  a rare  and  costly 
luxury  in  the  seventeenth  century.  There 
are  also  recommendations  as  to  electrical 
treatment.  The  most  notable  feature  is 
the  constant  recommendation  of  cold 
bathing  for  Fevers  and  other  complaints, 
and  of  drinking  large  quantities  of  water  ; 
this  might  have  been  taken  from  Sir 
John  Floyer.  The  second  part  of  the 
book  is  more  modern,  being  largely  taken 
from  printed  books,  such  as  Motherby’s 
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Lent  by 

Medical  Dictionary,  and  must  have  been 
compiled  at  the  end  of  the  eighteenth 
century.

His  son  and  heir  stayed  to  bid  farewell  to 
his  mother,  and  was  condemned,  but  he 
prayed  to  the  gods,  who  appeared  in  the  sky 
and  showered  down  garlands  upon  him, 
changing  the  hot  oil  into  a cooling  fluid, 
and  saved  his  life.

The  god  Hunuman 
was  condemned  by  the  king  of  Ceylon  to 
have  his  tail  burned  because  he  had  acted 
as  a spy  or  ambassador  (in  the  latter  capacity 
he  could  not  be  killed).  Being  a god,  he 
enlarged  his  tail  so  that  all  the  cloths  and 
oil  in  Lanka  (the  capital)  were  required 
— an  early,  but  still  common,  use  of  oil  to 
alleviate  pain  and  heal  wounds.
